For the past year Indians in considerable 
numbers have been passing through Hong: 
kongevery month on their way to Ameri- 
cu; and this outflow of labour from India 


Kas-recently begun to attract attention in | 


the Calcutta. Presa: One paper states that 
fifteen hundred Indians, mostly Sikhs, 
left Calcutta for Hongkong,:by one line of 
steamers only, in ‘the month of July, and 
-almost every steamer leaving the port for 
the Far East takes away handreds » of 
stalwart Sikhs, who come practically from 
’ afl parts of the Pusijab,-from the Ferozpore 
and Amritsar districts, and even from 
Patiala. They. emigrate to ‘Singapore | 
Hongkong, Vancouver, and San Francisco, 
Aaa matter of course, inquiries have been 
made by the police as to why such a largo 
number of Indians were leaving the country, 
Dut, nothing ‘came of the investigations.” 
The Protector of Emigrants, it is added, 
ix not in 0 position to interfere, as’ these 
Sikhs are riot indentured coolies, and to’ all 
appearances: they travel at their own ex-' 
pense Novarthilens; thie muggestion is mado 
that the collection “of these’ men -by. the 
hundreds is the result of diligent recruiting 
by brokers, who -possibly in very many 
eases provide the funds. — -

* We have made some inguiries, with te- 


gard to thess statements, and learn that 


ey are not to be accepted as trustworthy. 


The number of Indians passing through 
Hongkong from’ Calcutta is’ nothing like 


the number suggested. It is not improbable 
that ono line of ateamors running tothe Far [ 
Enst ‘earried fifteen hundred from Calcutta 
in w single month; but this number were 
not brought as far as Hongkong. Tn all 
probability, tho -destination of the. great 
majority was the Malay States, where labour 
ig in great demand and the remuneration 
aitractive enough to appeal té the average 
Indian agriculturist. It is quite possible 
that the men who were goiig no further 
from their homes than the Maloy States 
were nt very amply provided with funds, 
but as the passage from Caleutta to San 
Francisco’ costs “not Tess than twelve 
pounds sterling, and as each immigrant 
into the United States ix required to 
satisfy the American immigration officals 
that he possesses ‘at least fifty dollars gold, 
some proof is here given that- the emigrants 
‘erossing the Pacific are a fairly good class. 


‘ |-We understand, indeed, that these men 


come from the middle class, the families 
who own farts in the Punjab. They are 
not “reeruited” for, America by any or- 
‘ganisation. Emigration to the United States 
and Canada is of slow growth: It had 
small beginnings, and the news of satisfac, 
tory conditions of lnboug: and the con.para- 
tively high remuneration which is paid on 
the fruit farmy of the Western States, 
coming homo from the Indians already 
settled there, is ample inducement te others 
to follow them into temporary oxile from 
lieir native land. ~ 2 
Though something - is doubtless done 
privately, if not officially, to discourage this 
emigration, since thera is-a scarcity of 
Inbour in many ‘parts of India, no official 
embargo. can be placed upon it. The Indian, 
if he is persusded that he can better himself 
financially ‘by emigrating, is free to try.his 
fortune. In view, howerer, of the growing 
xolume of the emigration of Indians to the 
United States and Canada—now probably 
amounting to. seven or eight hundred a 
month—it scams to us that, in the interests 
of the men ‘themsolves, there should be a 
anedical examination of-intending emigrants. 
in Calcutta. It is well known thata fairly. 
large number who.come to Hongkong are 
rejected ‘by the ships’. doctars when they 
present themrelves for a passage to America. 
About’ twenty-five per cent. are found to be 
suffering from trachoma,and a steanier could 
only take such men across the Pacific with 
the certain knowledge that it. would have to 
bring them back again to Hongkong at the 
Company's. own cost. Therefore, the’ Te- 
jected ones cither remain here. for treat- 
ment, if there is a prospect of cure, or they. 
[have to return to Indin at their own cost, 
Though many are Buccessfully treated and 
subsequontly gain admission to the United 
States, thora. are others whose cases are 
hopeless. These return to India disappointed 


#| because. they have ~satrificed their hard- 


earned savings unavailingly. Forthis reason 
we think it is desiruble inthe interest of emi- 
grants who intend proceedingtoAmerica that 
their oyes should be examined for trachoma 
in Calcutta, and- that those who are badly 
afflicted should le advised that it would 
be a waate of money and, time for them to 
proceaill to Hongkong in the expectation of 
‘procuring a passage td Atnérica.

‘I'he Commissioner of Customs, 
Hankow, remarks that for the last throe abasons 
the selling has been on sounder lines, measures 
having been taken by the Tea Guild to secure 
the quality oftie bulk being up to sample, 
Fine teas sold. well ia London, but there was 
little demand: for common - grades. The 
Commissioner of Customs points out that

7 BYIGLS OF EXCHANGE LAW. 

Dr. F. Moyer, Judge of the Prussian Court of 
Appeal, read tbe first paper, dealing with tho 
position of Great Britain and the United States 
of America towards the question of the unification 
of the laws concerning bills of exchange. Ho 
mentioned that in Jone of thia year a Con- 


| forence was held-at The Hague, to which 39 


States nent delegates, which sought to moke 
uniform through international agreemonts tho 
rules relative to this branch of the law. 
Whether this reault could be achieved depended, 
in-his view, on whether o point could be 
found midway betwoen tho present systems of 
Anglo-American and German ‘legal rola< on 
thie subject, Thore wns tio essential difference 
between tha French and German laws on this- 
subject,- The principal difflenlty iu the way of 
elaborating a proposed universal law was ex- 
plained by the British delegates to The Ha:ue 
Conference, and that was, that tho modification 
of the existing law would disturb the legal unity 
.of the British Enipirc, since the principles of 
the Bills of Exchange Act had boon adopted by 
most British Colonies,by the Empire of India, 
and by most of tho United States of Americas. 
The representative of the United States at the’ 
Conference declined to diacnss tho question ofa 
uniform law. Without the co-operation of Great 
Britain ond the United States the sought-for 


| law could not be achieved, as tha Anglo-Amori- 


can law ruled inthe regions which were of 
greatest. commorcial significance, snd English 
money was the world-wide mediam -of payment. 
A uniform law of bills of exchange would maka 
London. the clesring-house of the world. Hae 
did not ogres that the grounds of.objection on: 
the part of Great Britain and the United States 
were justified. Ifthe Motherland or jf a single 
influential State of the American Union should 
sot out to change its law, the Colonies in the 
-one cage, or tha rest of the American States in 
tho other, would in their own well-understood 
interest soon follow after, ns was shown, for 
example, in the case of the Bills of Exchange 
Act and the American Negotiable Instraments 
Law. Only during the transition period would 
some dificalties present themselves.

| THE QUESTION OF MANCHURIA, 
5 + 


The first flood of comment upon’ the Russo- 
Japanese Agreoment has subsided, but there 
remains in many quarters, says tho Times, an 
anpreeion that the position in Manchuria is 
still in some respects obsenre. Every nation 
interested has welcomed the Agreement, with 
varying degrees‘ of warmth, because it removes 
possibilities of friction aud tenda to tha preser- 
yation of peaco. The wholo world is ¢ 
cerned in every measuro which makes for 9 bet- 
ter understanding in tho Far East, and rejoioss 
at the disappesransa of any canso for apprehon- 
sion, At the some time, the public, in Great 
Britain at any rate, have ome resson to fool 
thst they have not yet been fully 
acquainted with the nature of the develop- 
ment which has recently taken place, 
Around railway. questions in Manchurin, as well 
as in Contral China, there is still a certain. 
amount of haze which requires dispelling. The 


‘ poth Russian and Japan undertake to maintain 
and respect the status quo in Manchuria, ‘‘re- 
sulting from all the troaties, conventions, and 
other arrangements concluded up to this dite, 
either between Russia and Japan, or between 
those two Powers} and China.” As regards 
engagement between Russia and Japan, we are 
entitle? {to asaume, os China has already 
sseumed, that the principal instrument govern- 
ing the situation is Clause IIL. of the Treaty of 
Portsmouth, tho provisions of which, with the 
subsequent agreements which have grown out 
of the Treaty, sufficiently prescribe the future 
condition of Manchuria.

Recent Consular reports show that the trade- 
of the Hritish Empire with Manchuria, after 
suffering for some years from the confusion 
caused by tha war, ia again recovaring much of 
the ground that was lost. Last year at the port 
of Newchwang, for instance imports of cotton 
oods alone Wwers more than double those of 
907, and rerched a total value of 13 million 
sterling.. Nearly half-of this total was: pur. 
chased from the British Empire, and consisted 
largely of yarn from India. ‘It would be a great 
‘satisfaction to those participating in this 
important trade if they could learn definitely 
tho whole of the conditiona under which Japan- 
| eso and Russian control of the Emtern Chinese 
’ Railway is in future to-be oxerojsed.: There 
' should be no ambiguity, and no room for doubt 
’ or for the propagation of unworthy ollegzations. 
j As the ontstanding diffcultics between the two 
* Powers have been satisfactorily adjusted, neith- 
‘er should. be unwilling to state, with greater 
clearness than hitherto, the position which the 
| Agreement confirms, The lack of such a siate- 
ment is the sole cause of the occasional, and pos- 
sibly quite unnecessary, fears which are expressed 
concerning the future of third-party interests 
in Menchuria, ‘It is ssomewhat similar absence 
of unreserved and definite explanation, more- 
over, which is to some extent at the bottom of 
such feeling ss prevails regarding the much- 
debated project for the constrnvtion of the 
Chinchow-Aigna Railway. The persons in- 
terested in this Chinese undertaking have some 
claim to be told quite clearly the precise grounda 
upon which the Japanese and the Russian 
Governments are disposed to take an unfavour- 
able view of ‘the scheme sa at present’ put 
forward. The manner in which it infringes, 
or is considered to infringes, tha righta of the 
two ‘Powers might very well be candidly ox- 
plained, snd an-explicit answer might be given 
to the rather angry critics who insist that 


Portsmonth Treaty, to build the line in the 
way “she thinks best. We are convinced. that 
the cause of international amity, which is the 
object of the Russo-Japanese Agreement, will 
be materially advanced if an answer is furnished 
‘as_speedily aa possible to the important in-

| As we have said, the impression of mistiness 
tis not confined to Manchuria. Further south 
in the Chinese Empire the exact position of the 
schemes for the Hankow-Canton and the 
Hankow-Szechuan Railway needs more elucida- 
tion than it hes yet received. After prolonged 
and laborious negotiations,.an srrangement was 
arrived at in Paris regarding the extent to 
which financiers of Great Britain, Germany, 
France, and the United Stateswore to participate 
in these large enterprises; but China remains 
reluctant to carry .out the undertakings 
into which she has entered. ‘The authorities 
at Peking are apparently unwilling to face-the 
opposition of the. provincial authorities, who 
are euger. to gaio control of projects which they 
are quite incapable of completing. The foreign 
financiers draw attention to another source of 
difficelty, quite apart from ‘their. legitimate 
ground of complaint against the Chinese- 
Government, They dwell upon Russia’s claim 
to. icipation in. the southern railway loons, 
and ask what is the present position regarding 
the Anglo-Russian understanding about rnil- 
ways, recorded in 1899, if Russia is to participate 
in financing railways in the Yan, Valley 
and to thosouth thereof.
